NEW DELHI, India (AP) — 


Prime Minister Nehru was quoted 
today as saying he would do his 
best to stop the fighting in Tibet. 


Silun Lukhangwa, a former 


member of the Dalai Lama's Ti- 
betan government, headed a del- 
egation which saw the Indian 
leader. 


Lukhangwa told a news confer- 


ence the Tibetans had asked Neh- 
ru tc use his good offices to ar- 
range a cease-fire -in Tibet's re- 
belhon against the Chinese Com-'' 
munists and to seek restoration of 
Tibet's autonomy through negotia- 
tions between Tibet and Red Chi- 
na. He quoted Nehru as replying: 
"The people of India are extreme- 
ly distressed at Tibetan develop- 
ments, arid I shall do my best 
through1 diplomatic channels to 
stop the fighting." 


Earlier,, in speaking from the 


steps of his house to the delega- 
tion seated on, the grass in his 
garden, Nehru advised the Tibet- 
ans to use wisdom and patience 


"ultimate victory will be 


yours." 
• The official Peiping People's 
Daily quoted by Peiping- radio, de- 
clared that the present goal is to 
"wipe out all the rebels" and 
establish peaceful order.

HARRISBURG (AP) — Gov. 


Lawrence and House Democratic 
leaders worked to breathe new 
life into their ailing tax program 
today, but Republicans still held 
the cure in their hands. 


Revival of the 3^2 per cent 


sales tax proposal, key to the pro- 
gram, tops the agenda when the 
Legislature resumes sessions to- 
night after a 12 - day Easter re- 
cess. 


The bill went down to defeat 86- 


119 in a post-midnight session of 
the House March 19. Seventeen 
Democrats bolted party ranks in 
joining solid GOP opposition. 


There have been no indications 


the D e m o c r a t i c rebels have 
changed their mind since. All but 
one would have to vote for the 
bill to provide the 106 votes nec- 
essary for its passage—assuming 
that the 102 Republican members 
would remain adamant in oppos- 
ition. 


At least two of the Democratic 


holdouts — Rep. Pat C. Trusio of 
Fayette County and Samuel W. 
Frank of Lehigh County — said 
their position is unchanged. 


House Republican leaders said 


they will not oppos'e a motion to 
revive the bill but they refused in 
advance of a party caucus later 
today to comment on the chances 
the sales tax rate increase will 
receive 
enough GOP votes to 


make up for Democratic defec- 
tions. 


The governor was expected to 


talk to several of the Democratic 
holdouts before the session in an 
effort to reduce his own party's 
opposition to the measure. 


Rep. Stephen McCann, Demo- 


cratic floor leader, said the hard 
core- of that opposition 'actually is 
less than 10 lawmakers. 


McCann said he was hopeful the 


bill would pass on 'the second try. 
He declined to make any predic- 
tions on whether the GOP will 
provide the necessary votes to 
pass it. "I'm sure they will con- 
sider providing votes," he said. 


Opposition to the sales tax mea- 


sure has centered on provisions to 
extend it to over - the - bar drinks 
and to automobile tradeins. 


'Magic Bullet' Unveiled 
Weapon Against Cancer 


BOSTON t»—A "magic bul- 


let" for cancer—a drug that 
would kill or Acheck the growth 
of cancerous cells—was fore- 
seen today by Dr. Charles S. 
Cameron, dean of Hahnemann 
Medical CoUege of Philadelphia. 
He said a newly developed drug 
cured two hamsters who some 
months ago had "full-blown ac- 
tively growing cancers." 


In a speech .prepared for a 


luncheon opening the 1959 cru- 
sade of the American Cancer 
Society in Massachusetts, Dr. 
Cameron said: The "principle of 
the magic bullet for cancer, it 
seems to me, has been estab- 
lished as reasonable by this 
demonstration."

Civilian Team 
Says Navy Not in 
Acceptable State 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A civilian 


survey team contends the U.S. 
fleet is not in an acceptable state 
of readiness and that drastic ac- 
tion is needed to "reverse the 
mounting deterioration now in 
progress." 


In a censored version of its re- 


port to the secretary of the Navy, 
the survey team said: "The pri- 
mary cause of this situation is an 
ever widening gap between the 
responsibilities assigned to the 
Navy and the financial resources 
allocated to it." 


The-group urged a substantial 


increase in funds for both new 
ship construction and maintenance 
during the roit fiscal year.

New Discoveries 
Are Reported in 
U.S. Space Probes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — It's 


twice as hot high above the 
cold Arctic than at equal alti- 
tudes over warmer parts of the 
earth, scientists have learned. 


This phenomenon—made pub- 


lic Friday—has helped scientists 
visualize one 
of the 
world's 


newest discoveries, the Van Al- 
len radiation belts that hover 
miles above the earth 


U. S. space probes firsc prov- 


ed the existence of these "belts. 


Dr.-^lobert Jastrow, chief of 


tHe National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration's theoret- 
ical section described the ex- 
.periments. 


More than 100 miles above 


Churchill, Manitoba, in nor th- 
em ^Canada readings of 4,000 
degrees fahrenheit have been 
recorded—more than 20 times 
the heat of boiling water 


But at similar heights above 


VHiite Sands New Mexico, the 
highest 
temperature recorded 


has-been about 2,000 degrees. 


Dr. Jastrow said the differ- 


ence depends on the shape of 
the Van Allen radiation belts. 
Instead .of circling the earth 
uniformly, they tend to bend 
toward the earth at the poles. 
In fact", they may not cover the j 
poles at all, he said. 


Over the Arctic and Antartf- 


tic, Dr. Jastrow explained, high 
energy particles from the belts 
apparently collide with the few 
air molecules at an altitude of 
125 miles. This causes intense 
heating. But over the rest of 
the earth, the Van Allen belts 
are too high for their particles 
to collide with air molecules. 
No extra heat results.

Fabrics slip frooi the sewing 


machine this spring and, head for 
the walls, where the paste pot 
and brush convert them to fresh 
backgrounds for rooms. 


Some fabrics are especially 


processed for use as \vall cover- 
ings—but not all of them 


Glazed chintz—and you know 


how many wonderful co'ors and, 
patterns there are—can be used 
as successfully for wall coverings 
as for slipcovers. 


One enterprising young home- 


maker points to an ade'ed advan- 
tage o' chintz—when you move, 
you can take it with you. 


She has rehung the same chintz 


three times in as many moves, 
and in various ways. Sharing her 
experience, she tells how she 
does it: 


Measure the number of yards 


of material you will 'need to 
brighten the wall, or lower por- 
tion of a wall in foyer, dinette, or 
bedroom. Don't forget tc allow 
extra length for pattern repeats. 


Powdered wallpaper p a s t e , 


from the paint store, is mixed 
according to directions and ap- 
plied to the walls. 


Next, strips of chintz are ap- 


plied like wallpaper. Mark the 
base line with a pencil and pull 
the bottom oi the strip gently 
from the wall, cut with sharp 
s c i s s o r s and press it back 
smoothly. 


The glazed chintz dries with- 


out spots or lumps, says this gal 


WHEN YOU MOVE, or if you 


wish to use the fabric in a differ- 
ent room, peel it off the wall, she 
says. 


Wash in the washing machine, 


iron on the right side and the 
sirips are said to be ready for 
another hanging. 


On the -walls, glazed chintz is 


also easy to keep clean. 


To clean: wring out a sponge 


and dip in thick suds. Woik from 
the bottom up, on~ ares at a 
time. Wring a second sponge in

Fresh as spring, lilac-patterned glazed chintz Is suitable for 
both walls and curtains of this dinette. It's hung with wall- 
paper paste, and can be sponged with suds to clean. 


clear water and wipe up the suds, 
and the soil with them. The tnc'c 
is to avoid over-wetting the 
fabric. 


YOU'D HAVE TO BE pretty 


ambitious to use fabric on all the 
walls of a room, but some types 
of installations make good sense. 


In a bedroom, for example, the 


same pretty print used lor the i 
coverlet could be repeated in a 
dado around the wall 


One such installation finished 


the dado—lower part of the wall 
—with a band of cotton ball 


fringe at the top edge in lieu of 
the usual molding. 


A striking fabric pattern may 


find its -way onto an entry or 
foyer wall. Companion prints, in 
chintzes where the same colors 
and motifs are used in slightly 
different arrangements, also sug- 
gest the use of one print for the 
window and wall and the cora- 
oanion for a slipcovered chair or 
loveseat. 


In addition to chintz, other 


firm, tightly woven fabrics which 
are washable and dimensionally 
stable are used for this purpose.

Supreme Court may be asked to 
intervene in the legal battle 
over construction of a reservoir 
for a big1 Niagara River hydro- 
electric project! 


The next step is up to the 


Federal Power Commissio,n and 
just what action it will take 
remains to be seen. 


It could ask the Supreme 


Court to review last week's 
ruling by the U. S. Court of Ap- 
peals which said the reservoir 
may not be built on 1,383 acres 
of Tuscarora Indian land. 


Or it could ignore this pro- 


cedure entirely and fix a d<±te 
for public hearings on an appli- 
cation by the New York State 
Power Authority to construct 
the 
reservoir 
.near Niagara 


Falls, N. Y., completely outside 
' the Tuscarora reservation. 


It co'ud even do both. 
"We haven't had time to look 


into the court's ruling and we 
don't know- what we'll do," a 
commission spokesman said. 
"One 
thing is certain. We'll 


have to move fast to prevent 
any stoppage of work at the 
project." 


Last Tuesday the U. S Court 


of Appeals refused to reconsid-

York Journal American, 
the 


irate burghers at the big mouth 
of the Hudson dream of tacking 
a new star on the flag and let- 
ting the upstate patrons fend 
for themselves.

tronic simulator which duplicates 
the cockpit of the big jet, the 
flight was like the real thing. 
The exhilarating sensation of be- 
ing in the air was unmistakable. 


From take-off to touchdown, 


all flying conditions were realis- 
t i c a 11 y duplicated, including 
cockpit motion, tire screech and 
landing gear impact noise. 


The simulator is used an aver- 


age of 18 hours daily to tram 
TWA flight crews as an intro- 
ductory part of their training for 
commercial jet service. It costs 
SS5 an hour to operate the simu- 
lator and 51,200 an hour for the 
actual 707 jetliner being used 
here for training purposes.

Legislature, now visiting America 
at the invitation of the U.S. De- 
partment of State. 


"We have 64 women members 


of the Legislative Yuan out of 
500," says Mrs. Wang. "In the Na- 
tional Assembly there are 210 
women. There is no field in busi- 
ness, the professions or the arts 
where women are not making dis- 
tinguished records." 


A graduate of the University of 


North Carolina, she is married.to 
C. Y. Chang, also a member of 
the Legislature, and has three 
sons: Bobby, 17, a student • at 
Cheng-Kung University; Eddie, 15 
and Frank, 3. 


"We call them by American 


names," laughs Mrs. Wang. "They 
have long Chinese names, too, but 
these are easier." 


Daughter of a high official, Eliz- 


abeth was born in Kiang-Su prov- 
ince; on the mainland of China, 
and was educated in Chinese 
schools and colleges before com- 
ing to the United States to take a 
master's degree at Chapel Hill, 
N.C. 


"I .got back to China just before 


Pearl Harbor," says this modem 
daughter of an ancient race. "I 
was married in the early days of 
the war, and then afterward came 
the Communist conquest of our 
country. My husband and I es- 
caped to Formosa with our chil- 
dren. 


"The constitution of Taiwan was 


adopted in 1947, and I have been 
a member of the Legislature since 
1948, as have many other women. 
There is so much to be done, the 
need and the opportunity are so 
great, that the days never seem 
long enough to get everything 
done."

Wang and her family live 


in a modern Japanese style home 
in the city of Taipei, and have 
three servants — a nursemaid, a 
housekeeper and a chauffeur to 
drive the tricycle ricksha which 
is the family vehicle.
